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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 11-23 are allowed. f 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record fails to teach or suggest the use of particular optics to transform an angle of an 
incident light bundle wherein the optics are formed of two partial systems each having 
positive power, the ratio of powers determining the angular magnification and wherein a 
stop is arranged at an exit pupil following the last lens vertex. The prior art of record fails 
to teach or suggest the use of particular optics to transform an angle of an incident light 
bundle wherein the optics are formed of two partial systems and relay optics arranged 
posterior to the transformation optics, wherein an exit pupil of the transformation optics 
is the same as an entrance pupil of the relay optics. Any comments considered 
necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the payment of the issue fee 
and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue fee.
